Vera Cruz, Jan. 29. — General Al- 


varo Obregon, the Carranza leader 
who yesterday afternoon at the head 
of his troops entered and occupied 
Mexico City, as the followers of Gen- 
eral Zapata moved out of the capi- 
tal has sent a hrief report to General 
Carranza the first chief of the Consti- 
tutionalists, whose quarters still are 
at Vera Cruz. 
General Obregon says it had been 


his intention to besiege Mexico City 
tout that its evacuation made 
this 


unnecessary. There was little resis- 
tance of a serious character and this 
•was at a point a short distance from 
the city. - - 
There were to be seen at the Car- 


ranza headquarters today indications 
of a disposition to carry war to Gen- 
eral Villa wherever he is -to be found 
and to force his submission. 
Con- 


cerning Eulalio Gutierrez, who was 
elected provisional president of Mex- 
ico -by the Agus Calientes convention 
it is regarded as almost certain _by 
followers of General Carranza that 
he and his men will rally to the 
support of "the first 'chief, making the 
•best terms "possible.

ORDER IN CAPITAL

Mexico City, Jan. 29.—The capital 


today is again in the hands of the 
forces of General Carranza, who while 
acting as the provisional president 
of the government, was forced to 
leave Mexico City early in Novem- 
ber under the threat of the advanc- 
ing troops of Generals Villa and 
Zapata, who disagreed with his pol- 
icies. The new authorities have re- 
established order and a general feel- 
ing of confidence prevails. 
It has been established that the 


shooting which occurred in the main 
plaza before the national palace, 
when General Alvaro Obregon, at 
the head of the Carranza forces, 
reached that place yesterday after- 
noon was done by snipers, who were 
hidden on the roof of the cathedral.

General Obregon said that the shots 
were undoubtedly directed towards 
him and fEat" it was an attempted 
assassination.

Will Probably be the First to Feel 


Probe of Alleged Exorbitant Salaries

Columbus, Jan. 29.—Among the 


first departments to be examined by 
the special legislative committee to 
survey salaries and jobs with the in- 
tention of cutting both, will be the 
state board of administration, it was 
said, after the committee today to 
form plans for the survey had met. 


Administration leaders 
indicated 


that this investigation may lead to 
an entire reorganization of the ooard 
and a general cutting of high sal- 
aries. The administration program, 
it was said, is to cut the salary of 
members of the board from ?500C 
to $4000, of 
the 
secretary 
from 


$3000 to ?2000 and of "the- fiscal 
supervisors from $4000 to $2000, 
effecting a total saving in these of- 
fices alone of §7000 a year.

People of Ohio Urged 
To Have Work Done Now 
By State's Unemployed

Columbus, Jan. 29.—An "address 


to the people of Ohio," issued today 
by a joint committee of the senate 
and house, urges citizens, municipal- 
ities and all subdivisions of the state 
to make special efforts to have work 
done now instead of in the spring, 
in order to employ part of the thou- 
sands of idle men seeking employ- 
ment. 


The committee made this appeal 


after conferring yesterday with Gov- 
ernor Willis. On the committee are 
Senators Myers of Marion, and Ken- 
nedy of Cuyahoga, and Representa- 
tives \Vhittacre of Columbiana and 
Chapman of Montgomery. 


The employment committee is ex- 


pected to recommena a special ap- 
propriation of §7000 next Monday 
for extension of the 
free 
employ- 


ment bureaus of the state at Canton, 
Akron and Youngstown. 


The address issued by the commit- 


tee is as follows: 


"To the people of Ohio: 
"His excellency, Governor 
Frank 


B. Willis, in a message to the gener- 
al assembly, dated Jan. 27. 
1915, 


has called attention to the fact that 
thousands of able-bodied men and 
women of Onto are out of employ- 
ment, and that it is our duty to al- 
leviate this distressing situation so 
far as possible. 
"In compliance with the message 


of Uie governor, tfae Joint committee 


of industry to so arrange their work 
that all present and former employ- 
es may share in such work.. - 


"They further urge all state de-

Washington, Jan. 29.—The gov- 


ernment ship-purchase bill received 
its first support from the Republican 
side today when Senator Norris of 
Nebraska, declared the plan appeal- 
ed strongly to him, and that if two 
amendments he 
had 
offered were 


"adopted, he would-vote -for it. 
One 


amendment, as proposed, would con- 
tinue the government in the ship- 
ping business even after the lines it 
established became profitable. 


"We should 
let the 
taxpayers 


share the profits as well as bear the 
losses of any of these ventures," h'e 
added. 
The 
second 
amendment, 


Senator Norris said, would provide 
that no belligerent 
nation's vessel 


should be purchased unless a diplo- 
matic understanding with-other bel- 
ligerents had been reached 
which 


would prevent the possibility, of in- 
ternal complications. 


Senator Norris, who is regarded 


as a Progressive-Republican, said he 
would prefer to see the 
shipping 


board, which would be created by 
the bill, so organized as to be taken 
wholly out of politics, but that he 
would not insist on any change in 
the present plan. 


Senator Kenyon, another Progres- 


sive-Republican, offered two amend- 
ments—one- to eliminate cabinet of- 
ficials from the proposed shipping 
board. He also proposed an amend- 
ment to provide "that none of the 
ships to be purchased or chartered 
by the government should engage in 
transportation of any munitions of 
war from this country to any bel- 
ligerent nation or citizens thereof." 


Senator Norris 
urged 
the 
bill 


should be amended to prohibit the 
government leasing its 
ships and 


going out of business. 
His state- 


ment brought to the surface differ- 
ences among Democratic senators. 
Senator Hoke Smith inquired if Sen- 
ator Norris differed "with those of 
us who vastly prefer the government 
never to operate the ships at all," 
but lease the ships to the various 
companies to stimulate competition. 


"The idea of leasing these boats," 


said 
Senator 
Owen, interrupting, 


'proceeds upon the assumption that 
tho lines would compete with each 
other and thus reduce 
the 
rates.

part of the Turks' in the Caucasus 
apparently timed so

Russia to send more troops into this 
field, the Austro-German activities in 
Galicia and the Carpathians continue 
to dominate the military situation. 


Forces of the Teuton 
allies are 


being pushed further to the south 
and strung out nearer the Rumanian 
frontier in order to meet any sud- 
den movement over the passes from 
that country. The recent fighting in 
the Carpathians has brought no de- 
cisive engagement, both 
the 
Aus- 


trians and the Russians claiming lo- 
cal successes. It is believed in Lon- 
don, however, that the struggle may 
be expected soon to .enter upon a 
critical stage both in the east and in 
the -west. British military observers 
have expressed the opinion that Ger- 


ance of her forces in the western 
theatre of the war where the allies 
should expect another great offensive 
movement. 


The Germans tactics of the last

Franqui said, "that there still are 
7,odO,000 persons in Belgium who 
were virtually entirely dependent for 
lood on the American Relief Commis- 
sion. 


"In all the history of the world," 


Franqui continues, "there is no pre- 
cedent tor a community ot 7,000,000 
persons being laced with btarvation 
and deprived by the belligerents of 
every possible means of selt-preser- 
vation. 


"While the belligerents argued," 


Franqui addgd, "7,000,000 person* 
were confronted with actual starva- 
tion, but with the formation of to*3 
American Relief Committee the ob- 
stacles in the way or ministering to 
the wants of tlie Belgians were over- 
come and shipments oi food were 
permitted to enter Belgium by way 
of Rotterdam. 
"This relief could not have been 


given," he said, "except under the 
auspices of the neutral commission 


"We are proud of our thrifty 


race," Franqui said, "but we are now 
at the mercy ot the world. If mercy 
is not accorded us we shall no longer 
exist."

taking his forces toward Vera Cruz, 
which-he occupied when the Amer- 
icans evacuated that place on No- 
vember 20. 


Since then Gutierrez himself has 


fled, owing, it is said, to the fear 
of Villa.

Roque Gouzales Gerza, who left the 
capital January 27 on the approach 
of General Obregon and the Carranza 
forces. General Vila having previous- 
ly marched to the north with his 
troops. 


General Villa's reasons for aband-

and it denounces the selfish attitude 
of certain Hungarian 
agriculturists

owners, the Austrian government has 
consented to the employment of pris- 
oners of war in field work, thus re- 
placing peasants who have gone to the 
"rout. The prisoners will be sent but 
in detachments of 10 to a hundred men 
aiid consequently will be available 
only on the larger estates.

luncheon 
had 


been eaten. Che emperor turned smil- 
"tngly to his son and said: 


"One gets better things to eat by 


you than by men. 
I shall consider 


whether I shall not requisition your 
cook." 


The emperor here had an oppor- 


tunity to see a thousand French pris- 
oners march by. He was greatly 
pleased -when some of them doffed 
their caps to him auS he returned 
their salute. 
During this review he 


turned to a photographer who was 
taking pictures and said: 


"Photograph the 
prisoners 
and

ascent to get a i iew of the surround- 
ing region. 
When descending. Dr. 


Ganghofer slipped but the emperor 
quickly grasped him by the arm and 
saved him from a fall, saying at the

Petrograd, Jan. 29.—The general 


staff of the Russian army today is- 
sued a report on the progress of the 
fighting as follows: 


'•In the country to the north of 


Tilsit, East Prussia, Russian detach- 
ments Jan. 25 took the 
offensive 


and drove back the Germans destroy- 
ing the railroad station at Pogegen, 
a few miles north of Tilsit. 


•'Tne fighting in the forest coun- 


try to the north of Pilkaten 
and 


Guinbien continues, and in certain 
places we are 
making progress. 


Along the rest of the front in East 
Prussia Jan. 27, passed quietly ex- 
cept in the country to the northeast 
of Darkehmen. Here the 
Germans 


'attacked our positions, but they were 
driven back to their trenches. 


"On the right bank of the lower 


Vistula 
encounters continued 
be- 


tween our advance guard and those 
of the enemy. On the left bank of 
the Vistula in the vicinity of Borji- 
mow. 
Russian troops aided by sap- 


pers delivered an attack the night of 
Jan. 27 on the trenches of the ene- 
my, after having the afternoon of 
that day successfully countermined 
these trenches. In this same locali- 
ty the Germans assumed offensive op- 
erations, but without success. 


"The artillery duel along the left 


bank of the Vistula continued Jan. 
27. 
Our efficient shell fire against 


the position of the enemy silenced 
several of his batteries and inflicted 


hind them all ammunition and other 
war material. In the vicinity of Tes- 
khanie and Dolkhoay, we captured 
on Jan. 27. an earthwork of the en- 
emy and we surrounced a second po- 
sition close to this-first one. Dur- 
ing these operations we took a num- 
ber of prisoners, officers and men. 
The exact numbers have not 
yet 


'been determined. 


"At certain points along this front
